The rescued miners sustained themselves 
during their imprisonment on the meat of the 
mule which was caught with them in the fall. 
A stream of water running through the mine 
quenched their thirst. They are in good 
condition and suffered but little. 

The rescuers worked hard night and day for 
Give days, digging through a mammoth block 
of coal, in order to penetrate the lower galle- 
ry, where were imprisoned the miners. 

The cause of the disaster is attributed to 
what is termed the robbing of the pillars of 
the mine. The Inspectors will commence an 
investigation to-morrow.

Direct Taxation of Real Estate. 
Sr. LOUIS, April 26. 
To ue Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

That the system of taxing real estate by val- 
uation and percentage isa blunder from be- 
ginning toend need hardly be argued here, as 
a comparison of the two systems will clearly 
demonstrate, but the fact that great mischief 
and injustice is the outcome of any custom or 
law is not in itself a sufficient reason for the 
condemnation or change of such law or cus- 
tom, without due consideration and having a 
better to replace it. As this world is consti- 
tuted, good and evil ever go together. There 
is nothing so beneficent that it may not 
some time do harm. Even the gos- 
pel of peace has brought turmoil, discord and 
strife. Reform is always in order; and in 
this case itis clearthat something better is 
possible, and that the harm likely to be done 


is. Taxation by valuation and percentage is 
simply a slow or rapid process of confiscation, 
according to the extent of the guess of the 
worth of real estate by experts, and is never 
anything else from year to year but guess- 


which calculations can be based in leasing or 
renting realty. That strong ex parte argu- 
ments may be used against it in some partic- 
ulars will not be denied; but on the other 
hand the advantages directly to be derived 
from it are enormous, vastly overbalancing 
the evils of the present system, obviating 
them without opening the door to greater 
ores.

Senator Bayard's Brilliant Speech 
onthe Army Bill.

Masterly Review of the Pending Political Questions 
—The Coming Veto in the Light of the Con- 
stitution—Free Elections a Sapreme 
Necessity—The Republican 
Partisan Cries Calmly 
Answered.

[Delivered in the Senate on the 24th of April. } 

Mr. President, the bill before the Senate is 
the usual annual bill * making appropriations 
for the support of the army of the United 
States for the fiscal year ending the 30th of 
June, 1880, and for other pufrposes.”’ The 
amount appropriated by this billis in round 
numbers $27,000,000. I believe that every de- 
mand of the military service is amply supplied 
by the bill. Nothing is withheld that would 
tend to promote the efficiency and usefulness 
of this honorable branch of the publie service. 
But it is evident that the diseussion of the bill 
has been accomplished in this body and else- 
where with an unusual degree of feel- 
ing. A deep, but I do not consider too 
deep anexpression of interest has been ap- 
parent. 

In this discussion I shall deprecate anything 
like an appeal to passion. I know how much 
more quick is the response whether of chal- 
lenge or approval where passion can be in- 
voked, and I know how much more feeble is 
the response to the appeals to reason. Yet I 
have none to make except to reason. I prom- 
ise to advance no doctrine intended for sec- 
tional influence. I propose to say nothing 
that shall not be addressed to all parties, to 
everybody within the brovd limits of our 
country who is a friend to constitutional re- 
publican government. 

By the Constitution in its first article and 
eighth section all the power delegated to the 
Federal Government by the States in relation 
to erecting military establishments is to be 
found. The power is given to Congress— 

To raise and support armies. but no appro- 
priation of money to that use shall be fora 
longer term than two years. 

To provide and maintain a navy. 

But there {s no limit to the duration of the 
appropriation for that branch of the military 
service.

Note, I begof you, Senators, that while 
there is a restriction as to time forthe exis- 
tence and appropriation to continue the em- 
ployment of the army, there is to be no re- 
striction at any time upon the right of each 
State to be secured by its own militia, and of 
the people at all times and forever during the 
existence of this Governmentto bear arms. 
That was never to be infringed. Therefore 
military establishments of the Union, it -will 
be plain, were intended to existand be de- 
pendent only upon the consent of Congress, 


It is well when we are examining these fun- 
damental principles which lie at the very 
basis of our system of government that we 
should heed 
virtues and mighty intellects this Govern- 
ment sprang. Inthe twenty-sixth number of 
the Federalist (page 172 in the copy from 
which L,read) Mr. Hamilton tells us distinctly 


that— 

The power of raising armies at all, under 
those constitutions— 

Thatis, the State constitutions— 
can by no construction be deemcd to reside 
anywhere else thanin the Legislatures thein- 
selves; and it was superfluous, if not absurd, to 
declare thata matter should not be done with- 


out the consent of u body which alone had the 
power of “sing it. : 

Then, said he, in considering the armies &? 
the Union— 


The Legislature of the United States will be 
obliged ,by this provision,once at least in every 
two years, to deliberate upon the propriety of 
keeping a military foree an foot; to come to a 
new resolution on the point; and to declare 
their sense of the matter by a formal vote in 
the face ot their constituents. They are not at 
liberty to vest in the executive department per- 
monent ſunds tor the support of an army, if 
they were even incautious enough to be willing 
to repcse in it so improper a confidence. 


Again in the fortieth number of the Fede- 
ralist he says: 


Next to the effectual establishment of the 
Union, the best —.— precaution ainst 
danger from standing armies is a limitation of 
theterm for which revenue may be appropri- 
ated to their support. This precaution the 
Constitution has prudently added. I will not 
repeat here the observations, which I flatter 
myself have placed this subject in a just and 
satisfactory ligut. 


Referring to the danger expressed lest two 
years might betoo long a period, and that 
there was not the safety which was found in 
the provision of the English system, which re- 
quired an annual appropriation forthe con- 
tinuance of the army, he says: 


Ought not suspicion herself to blash, in pre- 
tending that the Reprentatives of the United 
States, elected freely by the whole body of the 

opie, every second year, cannot be safel 

ntrusted with a discretion over such appropri. 
atiens, expressiy limited to the short period of 
two years? 


And I find here by his hand in italicized 
letters emphasis given to the words ‘‘elected 
freely by the whole body of the people, every 
second year;’’ because he was referring to the 
originating power of the Constitution vested 
in the House of Representatives over all bills 
providing money for the support of the Gov- 
ernment. It is therefore in the discretion of 
the House of Representatives that the origin- 
ation of measures necessary for the continu- 
ance of the army ig deposited. 

I am aware that there have been allegations 
of irregularity in the attachment of measures 
of general legislation upon appropriation bills. 
lam not sure thatsuch charge has not been 
abandoned in the present case. If it has not 
been abandoned a slight examination will show 
that it is wholly groundless. 2 

I am ready to concede, first, the canstitu- 
tionality. but, next, the impropriety ot en- 
cumbering ordinarily appropriation bills with 
provisions of general legislation of an extra- 
neous character. I do not propose at this 
moment to discuss the question further than 
to reiterate the statements which I have often 
made in deprecation of such a practice. But 
by the nature of things no such reasoning nor 
objection applies to the bill now before the 
Senate to which such objection is sought to be 
ofixed. By the very nature of things sup-

He had made a thorough examination of the 
statute-book in order to find what proportion 
of legislation concerning the army of a gen- 
eral and permanent nature had been enacted 
upon appropriation bills, and he discovered 
that in the present revision of the statutes 
from sections 1,094 to 1,361, inclusive, the 
number of sections under the title of ‘‘The 
Army’’ is two. hundred and sixty-eight. Of 
these ninety-two were derived directly from 


fortifications. Thus it appears that more than 
one-third of the general and permanent pro- 
visions of law regarding the army were enact- 
ed upon appropriation bills priorto 1874. But, 
in fact, the proportion was much more than 
one-half, because many other sections were

Hodnett vs. Hutchins. 

Judge Boyle to-day sustained the demurrer 
of defendants’ to plaintiff's amended petition 
inthe case of John Hoinett against the St. 
Louis Times Company and Stilson Hutchins. 
Hodnett claimed that he was a member of the 
old Times Company in connection with the lute 
Henry Ewing and Stilson Hutchins, and on the 
death of Ewing he and HUutchins were 
the remaining directors, and thut 
Hiutchins illegally appropriated largo 
sums of money 0 his individual 
benefit instead of paying it into the treasury of 
the company. Among the money paid to 
Hutchins, and not accourted for, was $5.0 by 
James P. Beck, $7,000 by W. J. Gilbert, $10,- 
600 by Levin H. Baker, and other large sums. 
Hodnett asked for an accounting and adjudica- 
tion of all interested parties. A general de- 
murrer was filed to the petition, which the 
Court sustained on the ground that a judgment 
egainst Hutchins, inasmuch as the stockhold- 
ers refuse to join plaintiff inthe action, was a 
judgment against 18 corporation, 
and if a judgment rendered there 
would be no one authorized to receive it, un- 
less Hutchins, by virtue of the fact that he was 
the last known president, would be entitled to 
discharge the judgment. The court would noo 
give piaintiff the benefit of a judgment, for the 
reason that its avails would first belong to the 
corporation. Afterit had gone through the 
hands of the corporation and been applied to 
corporate purposes, plaintiff would 
be entitled to his shure of the 
remainder that might be distributed. But such 
distribution would be received by plaintiff, not 
from the debts of the corporation, but frou the 
corporstion itself. The facts connected with 
the corporation are certainly unusnal,bust this 
would not authorize the ceurt to ignore the 
corporation end give tothe stockholder dir e ly 
a right to presecute for his own direct benefit a 
corporate right of action.

Judge Cady To-Day Passes the Long 
Deferred Sentence. 


A Crushing Blow to the Missouri 
State Lottery. 


The Scene in Court—Hcw the Vendors Looked 
as They Marched to Jail. 


The lottery cases came up in the Court of 
Crimina! Cotrection this afternoon for final 
disposition. It wili be reme nbered 
that some two hundred and sixty cases 
were made out against various vendors of lot- 
tery tickets last summer, and that last fall an 
agreement was entered into by which a 
plea ot guilty was entered by 
the cefendants and sentence reserved 


until five test cases had been passed upon by 
the Court of Appeals. The decision of the Court 
of Appeals was rendered several days ago aul 
was 

ADVERSE TO THE LOTTERY MEN. 

Mr. E. P. McCarthy then went into the Court 
of Criminal Correction aud asked that sen- 
tence be assed in the remaining 
cases, about fifty in number, including those 
taken up in the Court of Appeals. At 1 o'viock 
this afternoon the fifty lottery yenders were all 
in the court rooin with their 
attorneys, Judge Clover ant Mr. 
Lodge. Dr. Nidelet and McChesney were 
also there with their attorney, Mr. MeCarty. 
There wes a vague uncertainty as to whit 
was going to be done, and 
there was 4 vast amount 
of painful suspense. Were fifty men to be sent 
to jail and the Missouri State Lottery to come 
tou sudden ending? When Judge Cady called 
the first name, that of John Glardin, 

MR. LODGB 
arose, and said the plea of guilty entered into 
last full by the defendant and his associates 
was not really + gue of guilty at all; that the 
detendants di not appear personally 
and enter such a plea, and that the agreement 
they signed was obtained by talse representa- 
tions, that they were given to under- 
stund thut they would never be called 
on to receive the sentence of the Court, but 
that they were eimpiy going through a matter 
of form, 
MR. M'CARTY 
wanted te know who guvethem any such as 
surance. Judge Clover said he had u word to say, 

Dr. Nidelet,’’ said he, 'the man who got up 
the prosecution, has now stepped down and 
out of his official position, Thess cases 
were heid over io await the § decia- 
ion Of the Court of Appeals, but I apprehend 
the decision of the Court of Appeals is not 
final. I have filed a motion to-day 
to have the test cases before 
the Court of Appeals taken to 
the Supreme Court where they will be finaliy 
aujudieated. I would suggest, however, if 
sentence is now to bo made, mat the 
law bo satisfied with ~ a mere 
nominal fine. These men were 
the mere vendors of tickets for somebody 
else and were not purposely violating the 
law.’’ 

Mr. McCarty said he thought it useless to 
make any reply to Judge Clover, asthere was 
nothing for the Court todo but to execute 
thelaw. His Honor Judge Cady had decided 
lust May that it was a crime to soll lottery 
tickets.
